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Increased First-Grade Enrollment 
Expected In City-County Schools 



An increase of approximately 
1,400 in enrollment in first grades 
* of Louisville and Jefferson Coun- 
ty schools is expected next year 
because of a change in a state 
law. 

The new statute, passed by the 
recent session of the General As- 
sembly, permits children who 
will be 6 by December 30 to en 
ter the first grade in September. 
Formerly the age deadline was 
80 days after opening of " 
school term. 

James L. Sublett, director of 
instruction for Jefferson County 
Schools, predicted an increase of 
400 over this terms 2,100, while 
Omer Carmichael, superintendent 
of city schools, anticipated an in- 
crease of 1,000 over the 1951-1952 
figure of 3,600. 

It was said that 30 more teach- 
ers will be required to handle 
the increase in city schools and 
at least 11 in the county. Ad- 
ditional classroom facilities also 
will have to be provided and 
some crowding is anticipated, it 
was said. 

Meanwhile, the coun . 
system has added a seventh grade 
to Greathouse School, St. Mat- 
thews, effective next year, to re- 
lieve over-crowding at Eastern 
High School, Middletown. The 
118 sixth-graders at Greathouse 
will remain there next term as 
seventh-graders instead of going 
to Eastern. 

A similiar plan is being con- 
sidered for the Jeffersontown 
school, Sublett said. There are 
58 six-graders at the latter school 
now. 

Both institutions now have 
only six grades at present. Year 
after next, according to present 
plans, pupils of both schools re- 
maining for the next term in the 
seventh grade will go to Eastern 
as eighth-graders.

ventive Medical Services, Ken- 
tucky State Department of 
Health. 

Dr. Hansen, in a statement 
urging public support of Cancer 
Control Month in April, said that 
the high cancer death rate can be 
greatly lowered with publie 
knowledge of the seven danger 
signals of cancer and with prompt 
treatment. The purpose of Can- ... 

cer Control Month is to raise "house keeping" variety and won-

5. Persistent hoarseness, unex- 
plained cough, or difficulty in 
swallowing which lasts more than 
two weeks, or blood in the spu- 

6. Unexplained indegestion or 
uneasiness after eating or drink- 
ing, particularly after the age of 
40. 

7. Alternate periods of consti- 
pation or diarrhea when there Is 
no change in diet to account for 
it, or rectal bleeding. 

Anyone experiencing any of 
these symptoms should see 
sician or contact his local health 
department without delay, Dr. 
Hansen added.

The wet-dry issue never comes 
toa vote, although effort was made- 
on the part of some drys to in- 
ject the issue into a bill Jo allow 
the sale of alcoholic beverages at 
race tracks. 

This bill was to correct an over- 
sight in a previous measure call- 
ing for revocation of liquor li- 
censes of places where gambling 
is found.

WHAT DO YOU MEAN BY 'PRICE CONTROL? 

It seems to us that this thing that the government calls 
price control is a farce. It is supposed to prevent inflation 
and to keep the consumer from paying exhorbitant prices 
for the things he has to buy. But is it doing it? It certainly 
doesn't look like it from here. 

The countrv is now having another round of wage in- 
creases. The Wage Stabilization Board (a misnomer) has 
recommended a very considreable wage increase in^ the 
steel workers' pay, in an effort to prevent a strike. Steel 
" industry operators sav that's O.K.. if we can pass it on to 
the consuming public. And that is probably what will be 
done when the thing is settled. Just another inflationary 
boost. 

In the meantime the general public is expected to 
tighten its belt and pay higher prices. How long can peo- 
ple with fixed incomes stand that sort of a trend? Farmers, 
white collar, salaried workers and those elderly people 
living on savings are in for still more serious trouble with 
their budgets. 

And this is what is happening when we are supposed 
to have price control, and wage control. 

Many city people imagine that, since the farmer pro- 
duces the country's food, he is to blame for high prices of 
these things that' go into the market basket. But the farm- 
er just raises the food stuffs, not the prices. He takes what- 
ever price the processors and the middlemen are willing 
to give him for his products. He doesn't know what he 
is coing to get when he takes his produce to market. 

Someone writing, the other day, in The Courier-Jour- 
nal's "Point of View" column said, "The farmer raises the 
food we eat, but he would be in a bad shape if the city peo- 
ple did not buy his products."

Luke is not the first man nor tha 
last to accomplish more by a "side- 
line" than by his main Job. We re- 
member David In the Old Testa- 
ment, whose rise to power began 
not with his sheep-herding, which 
no doubt he did to perfection, but 
with his music, which his father may 
well have thought a waste of time. 
We remember Marcus Aurellus the 
emperor not for his military cam- 
paigns, which were masterly, but 
for the "meditations" he wrote In 
snatches of spare time on those 
campaigns.

Other Doctors 

LUKE was not the last Christian 
doctor who has found in what, 
for some, might be a "side-line" his 
finest means of service and best 
source of happiness, Dr. Howard 
Kelly of Baltimore was a cancer 
specialist of no small fame; but he 
was even better known as a scien- 
tist who not only saw no conflict be- 
tween science and religion, but who 
brought his skill and his science to 
the service of Christ. 

There was another doctor, a sur- 
geon in s mtdwestem city, not many 
yeirs ago, who was ready to re- 
tire. He had enough to live on In 
comfort, and the life of a success- 
ful surgeon in a great city Is a wear- 
ing one. But Instead of retiring, he 
went out to China, and in a remote 
province he spent his "retiring" 
years at his own expense, hardly 
knowing a word of Chinese, but 
having the time of his life and ren- 
dering himself if possible more 
nearly Indispensable out there than 
he had ever been back in the states.

Bad Business 

All the evidence would seen 
to prove that Government ii 
business is bad business* — bad 
business for all concerned — not 
only for the private enterprk _ 
with which it unfairly competes, 
but for the taxpayers and for th< 
state or community in which it 
operates. A halt must be called 
to further encroachment 
Government into the affairs 
which time and experience have 
proved rightfully belong to pri- 
ivate endeavor. Further, Govern- 
ment must be made to remove its 
paralyzing hands from numerous 
undertakings already usurped. 

One of the first and most ir 
portant duties of Congress 
should be t 0 stop the expansion 
of Federal Government into the 
field now served so well by pri- 
vate enterprises. Its next most 
important duty should b 
] eliminate those federal agencies, 
I (bureaus, departments, con 
jSions and other Governmental 
activities which compete with, 
(infringe upon or interfere with 
[private enterprise. 

Make sure that the Congress- 
| man and U .S. Senators, whether 
, they be Democrat or Republican 
' for whom you vote next Novem- 
i ber 4th are definitely committed 
[ to a policy of having the Govern- 
ment keep Its devastating 
clutches off private enterprise.

Steel Industry Scrap Mobilization 
Committee urges all farmers. 

"By turning in your scrap be- 
fore spring planting you will be 
helping the nation and your- 
selves," the Committee says. 

During the past winter months 
in many parts of the country 
scrap iron and steel has been 
covered by snow. Lying idle on 
farmer's junk heaps, much of 
this critically needed metal has 
been rusting away. 

Farm scrap is urgently needed 
to keep steel mills and foundries 
pouring out steel for civilian and 
military needs. Most steel is made 
from equal parts of pig iron and 
scrap steel. Therefore, every 
pound of scrap sent to the mills 
helps make two pounds of new 

Last year the steel industry and 
foundries required 33,822,000 gross 
tons of scrap iron and steel. It 
is expected that an even greater 
amount will be needed in 1952 '

Farm Wife May Equal 
Spouse in Crop Know-How 

The hand that rocks the cradle is 
regaining its traditional skill In 
agriculture. 

Prof. Grant B Snyder, head of the 
Department of Olericulture at the 
University of Massachusetts and 
rural youth leader, predicts that 
modern farm wives will soon be 
growing out of the kitchen into full 
working partnership with husbands. 

He bases his opinion, he said, on 
records of the National Junior Veg- 
etable Growers Association, an or- 
ganization that offers rural youth in 
46 states "apprenticeship" training 
in the best methods of commercial 
gardening. This training program is 
a year-long production-marketing 
contest sponsored by AJiP stores, 
which provides $8,000 annually In 
scholarship funds. 

In the 1951 contest. Prof. Snyder 
pointed out, "more than 40 per cent 
of the 148 winners who split the 
18,000 melon were girls." 

"Many of these future farm 
wives," he added, "are college stu- 
dents taking agriculture, and I am 
sure they will put their education 
and their NJVGA experience to good 
use on their future farms." 

Prof. Snyder, co-founder and chief 
adult adviser of NJVGA, said the 
1952 contest, which is open to boys 
and girls 12 to 21 years of age, "is 
expected to be the biggest in NJVGA 
history." V

Anthony Elderkin, originally of 
Potsdam, N.Y. Lincoln happened 
to be talking to her father -after 
the fall of Fort Sumter, and, in- 
cidentally, asked about her. 



Lincoln, too, of his doubts about 
allowing his daughter to marry a 
combat soldier. 

Lincoln, knowing that Fanny's 
heart was set on the marriage, sat 
down and wrote this dispatch to 
the commanding officer of young 



"Three days furlough for Elder- 
kin. Come to Washington at once 
to be married." 

The boy came, and the bride's 
father performed the ceremony, 
Lincoln stood in the receiving line, 

of his homely bits of wisdom. 

"Have a home of your own," the 
president said.

Practical Tests Needed 
To Insure Correct Vision 

The idea that 20/20 vision Is per- 
fect is a fallacy, according to the 
American Optometrie Association. 

Hundreds of thousands of school 
children will pass the 20/20 test, 
yet fail in their school work this 
year because their vision is inade- 
quate, the association said in em- 
phasizing the importance of more 
comprehensive school vision tests. 

"Most school work requires see- 
ing within arm's length, and the 
20/20 standard applies only to vi- 
sion at 20 feet from the eyes," the 
association said. "Furthermore, 
the 20/20 test does not take into 
account the many visual skills 
quired to read, write, and perform 
most other school tasks. A child 
may be cross-eyed, color-blind, and 
have many other visual problems, 
and still pass the 20/20 test." 

The 20/20 standard is an arbi- 
trary one adopted by Herman Snel- 
lan who was born in 1834. When 
you read the letters he said you 
should be able to at 20 feet, you 
have 20/20 vision. If you can read 
only the larger letters that he said 
you should see at 30 feet, you have 
20/30 vision, and so on. ** 

"The 20/20 standard Is neither 
perfect nor average, and the Snel- 
len test is misleading if it is not 
accompanied by other tests that 
measure more important require- 
ments for practical seeing," the as- 
sociation said.
